This morning groups of soldiers 
swarmed all over the city, storming 
Chinese rice warehouses In many 
cases, the soldiers were armed with

Store owners that tried to resist 
were held at gunpoint. One Chinese 
merchant was shot in the head 
fatally when he refused to yield to

Reagan said the precise amount of 
surplus will not be known until later this 
month, but recent estimates have placed it 
at more than $450 million The state ended 
the fiscal year .June 30 with a $256 million 
cash surplus. 
Reagan detailed his plans in what he 


described as a "State of the State” address 
to hundreds of California business and civic 
leaders at an annual breakfast held in 
conjunction with the state fair. 
The governor, in prepared remarks, told 
of his frustration with the legislature's 
continued reluctance to pass his property 
tax relief programs 
A $1.2 billion property tax relief-school 
aid package sponsored jointly by Reagan 
and Democratic Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti of Van Nuys was "shot down two 
months ago,” the governor recalled, "by a 
willful band of senators ." 
The legislature will reconvene after a 
three-month vacation the day after the 


Nov 7 election to consider long-delayed 
reapportionment and possibly take another 
crack at property tax relief 
Reagan did not sound optimistic

homeowners burden and we shall continue 
our efforts to do this." reagan said "But I 
also assure you that if we continue to be 
obstructed in this effort then I shall ask the 
legislature to return this (surplus) money 
in the form of reduced state taxes

The state gave income taxpayers a one­ 
time $309 million cut in 1969 


Democratic 
lawmakers,

Moretti. already have served notice they 
will oppose an income tax reduction, 
prefering that any surplus be spent for 
schools. 
Reagan said in early August he was 
considering an income tax reduction, but 
today was the first time he announced it 
officially. 
The governor told the businessmen that 
the state's fiscal situation "is considerably 
improved" over a year ago He credited 
the surplus to "persistent penny-pinching" 
and "welfare reform."

National lettuce boycott near 


SALINAS (UPI) — Negotiations for a 
new work contract with one of the nation's 
biggest lettuce shippers have stalled and 
Cesar Chavez’ United Farm Workers today 
threatened a nationwide lettuce boycott 


About 
1.500 predominantly 
Mexican- 
Amencan farm workers have been on 
strike for a week against Inter Harvest, 
Inc., farms at the peak of the harvest 
season here and the Imperial Valley of 
Southern California and Arizona 


No talks have been held between Inter 


Harvest and the union for two days on a 
new agreement which the farming industry 
regards as a pacesetter for a new round of 
contract negotiation over the next few 
months. 
Harold Bradshaw, president of Inter 
Harvest, said the strike was stopping the 
company from shipping out 50.000 cases of 
lettuce a day at $3 75 a carton or $131 
million over seven work days. 
Inter 
Harvest supplies between nine and 10 per

SUPERACION у FRATERN ID AD — Como en los tiempos 
Hidalguenses estaba de moda la intervención de I..a Santa 
Inquisición, claro y natural seria que a nuestro caudillo se 
le encontrara culpable de hereje; esto fue un escape o 
prtexto de quienes representaban al clero para en dicha 
forma tratar de demoler la obra libertadora de Don Miguel 
Hidalgo. Como consecuencia de dicha acusación en contra 
de nuestro libertador, se vio en la necesidad de abandonar 
el Colegio de San Nicolás, y se fuera para Colima donde se 
le dio el curato de dicha ciudad. 
Desde el 24 de marzo de 1782, el cura de Hidalgo, ya 
establecido en Colima, se dedico de lleno al estudio, y desde 
aquellos dias empezó a analizar los sucesos ocurridos en 
Europa y Norteamérica, esta ultima ya se habia convertido 
en nación independiente; mientras que Europa seguía 
siendo sacudida por la Revolución Francesa de 1789, la oue 
rompio el viejo orden feudal y se hizo proclamadora de los 
Derechos del Hombre, que no era otra cosa que reclamar 
ios derechos democráticos. 
Entusiasmado nuestro heroe por la gran revolución. 
Hidalgo dio rienda suelta su magna investigación dedicando 
interminables horas a la lectura de enciclopedias donde 
encontraba a cada paso una fiel y basta información que 
venia a no solo satisfacer los deseos de Hidalgo, si no a 
acrecentar en su espíritu el deseo de una lucha sin cuartel 
para con ello redimir a su Patria. 
Los estudios a conciencia que hizo Hidalgo le causaron 
otro problema con las autoridades eclesiásticas, ya que en 
aquellos tiempos toda clase de enciclopedias estaba 
prohibida su lectura por todos los confines dominados por la 
teocrática España, aunque clandestinamente se consequian 
dichas enciclopedias, las que sirvieron para alimentar 
intelectualidad entre la clase media educada; o sean entre 
criollos y meztisos, los que mas tarde dirigieron el 
movimiento de independencia. 
En el mes de enero de 1793, Hidalgo tomo posesión de un 
nuevo curato, siendo este el de San Felipe Torresmochas 
donde estuvo nustro heroe hasta el ano de 1800, donde como 
resultado del proceso que se le habia seguido con 
anterioridad fue suspendido. Después de haber hecho 
inumerables viajes a la capital del Virreinato; y confirmar 
que las acusaciones de herejia que se le achacaban eran del 
todo falsas y sin ningún buen fundamento, pudo al fin 
reconciliarse con la iglesia. Después de todos estos 
percances, Don Miguel Hidalgo fue nombrado a la edad de 
cincuenta anos Cura del pueblo de Dolores. 
Hidalgo, en su nuevo curato volvio a dar rienda a sus 
impulsos de lucha no tan solo de Índole social sino 
económico; y de su propio Ínteres empezó a establecer 
alfarerías, curtidurías de pieles, siembras de uva v 
aceituna, colmenares y muy especialmente el manteni­ 
miento de la cria de gusanos de seda. Como nos damos 
cuenta, en la sangre de Hidalgo no solamente bullía un solo 
deseo, adjuntando con behemencia el deseo de superar a la 
raza mexicana en general y no como sucedía entre el 
dominio español, donde existía la descriminacion racial en 
todo su apogeo, siendo desde luego el “ nativo” el que según 
los españoles no 
merecía nada. 
Hidalgo, 
desde a 
tempranaedad dejo ver el ínteres que tenia por el desarrollo 
tota sin anteponer castas ni orígenes, siendo ello motivo 
para que mas tarde el pueblo le siguiera en todo y por todo. 
Nuestro caudillo criticaba en publico a las instituciones 
coloniales y a toda costa trataba de combatir la 
(superticion), y tal vez por la libertad con que se expresaba 
dio motivo injusto desde luego, a que el sacerdote que le 
ayudaba en la vicaria lo denunciara como sospechoso en el 
ramo de la herejia; lo que motivo para que se le habriera 
un nuevo proceso y el que poco tiempo después se suspendió 
por falta de pruebas verídicas que lo condenaran como un 
real predicador y practicante de herejia. 
Como en todos los tiempos sucede, por aquellos dias de 
angustia nacional la raza mexicana soportaba el yugo de la 
avaricia española, siendo por ello que el nativo y hasta 
mestizo o criollo; no participaran en buenos empleos ya 
que simpre se procuraba que el nacido en España tuviera 
siempre los mejores puestos. Dentro del Clero, como en la 
administración civil y el ejercito existían también los 
privilegios de los peninsulares los que acrecentaban la 
descriminacion al grado de considerar al indígena como 
bestia de carga y estaba privada de todo derecho, lo que 
provocaba la inconformidad entre la clase criolla ya 
ilustrada y de la que era digna expresión Don Miguel 
Hidalgo. Fue asi, como su propia experiencia y amor al 
individuo lo que fue mostrándole, que el régimen de castas 
(descriminacion i es contrario a la dignidad humana, que el 
coloniaje estaba constantemente pisoteando el derecho de 
la libertad, y que solo la independencia nacional y las 
instituciones pueden abrir el verdadero camino para que 
ios pueblos y los hombres tengan frente a si la oportunidad 
de un desarrollo superior económico, político y cultural 
Todos estos sueños de Hidalgo lo llevaron hasta el paredón 
de fusilamiento el dia 30 de julio de 1811, pagando con su 
vida la independencia del pueblo y de la Patria que tanto 
amo. La cabeza de Hidalgo, Allende, Aldama y Jiménez, 
permanecieron colgadas en jaulas de hierro en La 
Albóndiga de Granaditas por un lapso de diez anos, después 
fueron llevadas a otros lugares y por ultimo, en 1925 fueron 
deposiudas en LA ROTONDA D E LOS HOM BRES D E LA 
PATRIA.

Matthews, Collett booted from Olympics 


MUNICH (UPI i—The International Olympic Committee dealt the United 
States two heavy blows today—tossing runners Vince Matthews and Wayne 
Collett out of the rest of the games for misbehaving during the playing of 
the “ Star Spangled Banner 
and refusing to return a gold medal to 
swimmer Rick DeMont 
The two official actions overshadowed morning competition in the games, 
in which Americans had the two longest qualifying jumps in the men's 
broad jump. 
Both actions were punishments—the banning of Matthews and Collett for 
their “ insulting'' behavior Thursday on the podium during the playing of the 
U. S national anthem, and revocation of DeMont’s medal for his taking 
ephedrine. a drug banned under Olympic rules. He has taken it for an 
asthmatic condition 
Eviction of the two runners very possibly cost the United States still 
another gold medal in the men’s 1,600 meter relay, in which both were 
scheduled to run 
Matthews and Collett were booed and jeered Thursday when they ignored 
the Star Spangled Banner, did not stand at attention and chatted with each 
other during the ceremony. Matthews had won the 400 meters in 44 7 and 
Collett of Santa Monica, Calif., was second 
The IOC similarly upheld the disqualification of the Dutch road cycling 
team because one of its members was discovered to have taken a prohibited 
drug. 
The Executive Board said Brad Cooper of Australia, who finished second, 
will receive the gold medal for first place, and Steve Center of Lakewood, 
Calif., who finished third, will receive the silver medal for second place 
There will, however, be no bronze medal for third place since the swimmer 
who finished fourth did not undergo a urine test. 
'No disrespect'

decided to unburden himself, he said 
he was “ mad about several things ” 
One of them was a magazine which 
last week picked him to finish fifth 
or sixth 
His other reasons came out pretty 
much the same weak tea. 
If you sit down privately with 
fellows like Vince Matthews and 
Wayne Collett, you find they usually

On the victory stand, both Matthews and Collett fidgeted, turned and 
talked to each other during the playing of “ The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Matthews also stroked his beard two or three times, folded his arms and 
shifted from one foot to another and Collett also refused to stand at 
attention. 
“ I couldn't do it with a clear conscience. Collett said later “ I can’t go 
along with the words <to the National Anthem), Collett said “ 1 wish they 
were true, but they aren't 
Many in the crowd of 84.000 in the Olympic Stadium booed and whistled as 
the two left the victory stand and Matthews answered them by twirling his 
gold medal from the end of its chain

equaling the world record and breaking the Olympic record of 13.3 held by 
Americans Erv Hall and Willie Davenport. Davenport, the defending 
champion, was fourth. 
Tom Hill of Jonesboro, Ark . was in third place after hitting the third 
hurdle and being forced to recover He finished in 13.5 behind France’s Guy 
Drut, who ran the best race of his life to take second in 13.3. 
The only other gold medal won by the U.S. went to Buddy Melges of

an unsurmountable lead with only one race remaining today 
Kathy Hammond of Carmichael, Calif , won a bronze medal in the 400- 
meter dash behind Monika Zehrt of East Germany and Rita Wilden of West 
Germany. Miss Zehrt set a new Olympic record of 51.1 while Miss 
Hammond had a 51 6. her career best. 
The four medals brought the U.S. total to 76. seven ahead of the Russians, 
who have the most golds 31-27 The Soviet Union also won two golds in track 
and field Thursday 
Anatoli Bondarchuk won the hammer throw with a toss of 274-8Mi and 
Nadezwda Chizhova won the women's shot put at 69 feet The Russians also 
won the equestrian team championship and the woman’s volleyball title 
Renate Stecher of East Germany won the women s 200-meter dash to add 
to her 100-meter title and Hennie Kuiper of Holland won the cycling road 
race in the only other two gold medals decided 
The U.S. basketball team advanced to the finals bv overpowering Italy, 
68-38, behind a solid defense and 14 points by Jim Forbes of Texas-El Paso 
The Americans, 8-0 this year and 63-0 since 1936, will meet the Russians, 
also 8-0, in the finals Saturday night. 
Two United States boxers— middleweight Marvin Johnson and light 
welterweight Ray Seales of Tacoma, Wash,— advanced to tonight’s 
semifinals, joining welterweight Jesse Valdez and bantamweight Ricardo 
Carreras, two Hamilton, Calif., Air Force Base sergeants.

Fleisher, the association s lawyer 
and Paul C Warnke. an attorney 
retained 
bv 
the association, 
to 
oppose a bill that would permit the 
merger and exempt the new league

MUNICH, Sept 2 
Friday was one of those days when we should have stayed 
in bed 
As I reported previously, we had tickets for swimming at 
10 a.m. and basketball in the evening This meant we only 
got about four hours sleep the previous night, having to 
arise by 6 a.m. to catch the 7 o'clock train to Munich after 
not getting back to our hotel until almost 2 am the night 
before 
If we had known we would be staying two hours from 
Munich, I know we wouldn't have requested so many 
tickets for night events. 
Since we have mastered the train, subway, streetcar and 
bus schedules for Munich, we jumped off the train, took a

After getting directions (it seems we've spent half our 
vacation doing that) we decided it was best to walk to 
Dantebad rather than backtrack to the subway and have to 
go to another station to transfer to a streetcar By the time 
we got there we had missed all but the last period of the 
first game won by Rumania In the second game Holland 
beat Bulgaria The USA wasn't playing this morning 


Normally 1 wouldn’t mind seeing water polo, but after 
having my appetite piqued by the thought of seeing 
swimming events, I think I could live just as happily ever 
after if I never saw another water polo game 
Although it seems like I read six months ago about the 
Germans fouling up the printing of the tickets for water 
polo, nothing was mentioned about it in anything I've read 
since arriving here. 


Friday afternoon we returned to downtown and did some 
more souvenir hunting. We ended up at the Hofbrau Haus 
once more, where we had dinner before catching the 
subway back to the basketball Hall 
The USA wasn’t playing this evening, so we agreed to 
leave at halftime of the second game and catch an earlier 
tram home We were dead tired and in desperate need of a 
good night’s sleep. 


Since all three of us were dozing off, we left after the first 
game, an exciting affair between Japan and Spain I think 
Spain won, but wouldn’t swear to it. I was just too 
physically and mentally drained to care 
Fortunately the train lurched to a stop at Murnau. where 
we had to transfer to the bus. If it hand't shook us awake, 
we might have ended up in Mittenwald, necessitating an 
expensive cab ride back to Oberammergau 
One last item. When we got to our hotel, all the towels in 
our bathroom had disappeared It seems they'd washed 
them that day and they weren't dry yet I ask you. “ Is this 
any way to run a hotel?"

a 
super 
new 
administration building in Long Beach 
only a stone’s throw from the Queen Mary. 
It is probably better than the expensive 
suite of offices it has been leasing on 


Wilshire Boulevard in Los Angeles, but 
before it is over the cost of the new 
structure may be even more than the 
Queen. Inaddition,there is a constant drive 
by all campuses, no matter how faltering 
the enrollment or quality of education, to 
obtain more buildings, department heads 
and very expensive equipment in order to 
compete with learned colleagues at Yale, 
Dartmouth or Slippery Rock. 
For many years the legislature has 
questioned the wisdom of continuing the 
University Regents with its power to 
completely ignore the legislature and its 
equally unpopular habit of holding difficult 
meetings behind closed doors. 
The spread out composition of bodies 
from the elementary, through the more 
sophisticated bodies of higher learning, 
has discovered every successful dodge 
against the public watchdog treatment.

While Turkey may once have been 
the chief supplier, the lethal stuff is 
flowing into the United States from 
a dozen or more sources On the 
west coast and in the southwest 
Mexico

channel. The neighbor to the south 
supplies 15 percent of the total 
heroin supply and perhaps 90 per 
cent of marijuana and hashish The 
distribution pattern is through San 
Diego, 
San 
Francisco 
and 
Los 
Angeles to the southwest and the 
northwest. 
4Vith units stationed in Mexico the 
Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs and the Customs Bureau 
credit Mexico with full cooperation 
in trying to stem a rising tide of 
drugs. 
But 
smuggling 
across

largely unpoliced border is so easy 
and the profits are so huge that it 
will be years with the best will in the 
world before illicit poppy fields and 
morphine-heroin 
refineries 
are 
tracked 
down 
and 
organized 
smuggling is stopped 
Small planes leapfrog the U.S - 
Mexican border, taking off from 
gravel roads used for air strips and 
landing on out-of-the-way, seldom- 
used strips in Arizona, Southern 
California and Texas The smuggler 
planes

carry 
marijuana 
because of its bulk but part of their 
cargo is often heroin as well 
A pilot with two year’s experience 
in 
Vietnam 
described 
recently, 
insisting on anonymity, how he had 
searched m vain for a job m civil 
aviation. 
He finally took to the smuggling 
trade In less than six months he had 
cleared more than a half-million 
dollars “ Body-passing’’ across the

Because the poppy fields are in

Closing down all sources outside 
Am erica’s borders is impossible. 
Turkey was offered $17,000,000 as a 
payment to farmers to substitute 
another crop for opium They have 


been reluctant to do so and the 
Turkish government has hesitated 
to enforce a crackdown on an easy, 
profitable crop long a mainstay. 
The answer — a painful and often 
frustrating answer — is cure for the 
addict. At a recent White House 
briefing Myles Ambrose, special 
attorney general and presidential

enforcement, said: “ We can’t say 
yet that the governm ent’s efforts 
have reduced the number of drug

Customs Bureau report a seizure of 
241,663 pounds of illicit drugs in 
fiscal 1971 and nearly twice that in 
1972. Arrests for the last fiscal year 
were 16,144. 
One thing the campaign has done 
is to push up the retail price of 
heroin and bring down its strength 
and quality. But so long as addicts 
exist in large numbers, with the

companies also hope to grab greater

environmental controls and, most 
immediately, new offshore drilling, 
especially off the Atlantic coast. 
A consumer-oriented view, put 
forth in this restricted OEP study, is 
to apply known or knowable ways by 
which consumers can save money, 
be exposed to less pollution and still 
obtain the electricity and fuel they 
want. 
This is the most modest 
approach — one that reduces energy 


demand without reducing even non- 
essential service. 
In 
showing 
how 
U.S.
